the log cabin they had previously lived in. He was in Ohio when he lost his right arm in a threshing machine in 1873.28 He

Neither of the biographies 
of John Cole (1824-1912) mentions Catherine, although all his other siblings are named in both. Nor is she named in the 
Bible listings in E. H. Cole's possession. But in Gresham's 1890 Biographical Cyclopedia of Westmoreland County 
Pennsylvania, page 305, in John Milliron's sketch, appears the following: "His father, Daniel...born 1834, lives in Sewickley 
township. He is a shoemaker....member of the German Reformed Church. In 1863 he enlisted in the sixty-second Reg., Pa.

Vols., served two and one-half years in the Army of the Potomac, and was wounded in one of the battles of the Wilderness. 
In 1864 [sic] he married Catherine Cole, by whom he had seven children. Her father, George Cole, resided until late in life 
near Mt. Pleasant. He moved to Irwin when well advanced in years and in a short time thereafter migrated to Ohio where he 
died April 1886, soon after his arrival." Our George Cole fits perfectly; so Catherine must be a daughter.

The WesCoPA Sewickley twp censuses give his birth 
as follows: 1850 1833-4; 1860 1836-7; 1870 1834-5; 1880 1833-4. So 1834 is a good choice.) He served in the military 
between 1863 and 1866 in 62nd reg, PA Vols.51,52,53 According to Tom Chapman's Roots, he was wounded in one of the 
Civil War Battles of the Wilderness. Dennick-Ream has him in the Army of the Potomac in 1863, withwhich he served for 
two and one half years, He was recruited in Allegheny County in the 62nd Regiment of Colonel Samuel W. Block. He was 
substituted to Company B, 155th Regiment of the Volunteers. On July 3, 1864, he was in Company K. He died after 
1880.45,92 He resided 1850 to 1880 in Sewickley Twp, WesCoPA, according to the censuses. He was a blacksmith and 
merchant, in Rostraver and in Sewickley twps, WesCoPA.24;95 He was a member of the German Reformed Church in
